A lot of radio program s seem to have run 
into .a rebellion. 
They ait* largely those 
ground out during the day for housewives 
busy with their chores. A newspaper radio 
editor who has gone into the m atter reports 
that what he calls “ the maudlin m arch of 
program ‘briefies’ 
pouring through loud­ 
speakers from breakfast to late afternoon” 
is largely wasted on the domestic air. 
“ Most of the daytime program s always 
have been saturated with slush,” says this 
disillusioned ca vomIropier. 
“Therefore, we 
reasoned, what is one man s slush m ust be a 
housewife’s pleasure. Truth of the m atter, it 
snem s is that no one bothered to ask the 
housewives about their program preferences 
an incredible oversight, inasmuch as the 
programs and their advertised products are 
aimed directly and specifically at house- 
w iv es.” 
For the alleged benefit of what he calls 
“ spot! ors of the depressing muddled serial 
igav, 
this radio editor gives the results of 
his own research. Housewives, he finds, re­ 
port that they listen to one or two favorite 
early morning programs, then keep their 
radios mute till dinner time. 
Many don’t 
turn on the radio at all till 6 p. rn. 
And what do they want instead of what 
they are given? They ask for informative 
program s about child problems, garden cul­ 
tivation, book reviews, good music both 
popular and classical, and information about 
many kinds of practical and cultural in­ 
terests.
